Che 
road hed consists of natural clay, stones end rock. The sub- base consists 
of granite top rock and the top layer was asphalt core red. Che road le 
well Maintained. The terrain through which the road runs consists of 
Annul 1 zolllng hill*. 

2. toother all weather road runs from Assad north northeast to Ape. 

The same type of an all weather road runs from Hatvan northward 

to Ape Zagyvassaato . Both roads have the same foundation as the above 
roads except that the top layer Is macadam surfaced. Both roads could 
also absorb heavy usage. The roads are over eight meters vide and 
crowned for easy drainage.
